Dishes In ... Start Machine ... Sit Down 


In the first part of her 


talk, Mary Meighan concen- 
trated on the general features 
and the mechanical improve- 
ments of dishwashers since 
the thirties. She then went on 
to the instructions for use, 
based on her title topic: "Put 
Everything In. Push a Button. 
Go Sit Down." 


"Our 
first three words of 


instruction," she said, "you 
can take quite literally Miss 
Meighan suggested that large 
particles such as bones, pits 
and pieces of food be scraped 
from the dishes as they come 
from 
the table. Then the 


dishes should be put into the 
washer, where they will be 
automatically pre-rinsed. 


"Just as in clothes wash- 


ing, you need enough deter- 
gent to condition the water 
and remove the soil. For soft 
water, the dispensers should 
be about one-half 
full 
For 


medium to hard water, fill to 
the top of the little containers. 


Posh a Button 


Her 
next 
three 
words, 


"Push a button" (although on 
some models, you turn a dial) 
literally complete the home- 
maker's dishwashing chore. 


She added that even choosing 
the cycle is no major decision 
after the first few days of 
experimentation. Some models 
have a change-your-mind but-

There also are special cy- 


rlos for special loads. Many 
manufacturers offer a "China- 
Crystal" cycle which provides 
a shorter wash time and a 
shorter drying period to pro- 
tect delicate items. Two man- 
ufacturers program this cycle 
with reduced water velocity. 
Just one little tip. . .when 
placing crystal and stemware 
in the racks, it is wise to 


leave a little space between 
items so they don't bump 
together during washing. 


A cycle found on many 


dishwashers is the handy 
"Rinse-Hold". Its purpose is 
tc rinse a partial load of 
dishes and hold them until one 
is ready to wash a full load. 


Let's look at. the program 


for the "regular" or "daily 
loads" or "full" cycle, the one 
some companies call "super 
wash." 


Miss Meighan suggests this 


if 
f o r anything-everything 


that's really dirty — even 
eggy dishes, or that pan that 
contains sweet potatoes with 
syrup. Here is a resume of 
the cycle: 


A pre-rinse to 
flush off 


loose food particles . . . thon 
the first detergent dump and 
a wash ... 
a thorough rinse. 


Next, another detergent wash 
.. . another thorough rinse . . . 
and still another with extra- 
hot, water . . . and, of course, 
a drain between everything ... 
then finally, the drying action. 


Gets Tough Soils 


Even 
the 
toughest 
food 


soils can hardly resist all 
this! Would you believe this 


thorough washing and rinsing 
uses an average of only 12.5 
gallons of water . . . a mere 
drop in the bucket compared 
to the water you would use to 
do this same thorough job by 
hand, the speaker emphasiz- 
ed. 


Now for Miss Meighan's 


final three words of instruc- 
tion — "Go . . . sit 
... 


down." 


"Forget all about every- 


thing unless you're a natural- 
born worrier," she said. 


"If you are a worrier . . . 


we'll mention an item or two 
that you may prefer to wash 
by hand. For instance, that 
hand-painted hot 
chocolate 


cup handed down for three 
generations . . . it is probably 
not overglazed, so do it, and 
similar items, by hand to 
prevent fading. 


Brut almost all modern fine 


china, Miss Meighan added, is 
properly glazed for dishwash- 
er washing. 


She did advise that pre- 


cious wooden items should be 
hand washed because hot wa- 
ter affects wood. "But that 29- 
cent pancake turner or inex- 
pensive rubber spatula, let the 


dishwasher do it — saving 
time is more important, she 
said. 


Anodized Aluminum 


Anodized aluminum dish- 


washing depends entirely on 
your "druthers". A lid she 
showed to her audience had 
been washed automatically 
since it was purchased eight 
years previous. It lost a bit of 
color, but that's all. 


The iron skillet should be 


washed by hand to preserve 
its seasoning. Other skillets 
come through the dishwasher 
with flying colors. 


Miss Meighan advised no 


trouble with most plastic. She 
specifically mentioned Mela- 
mine dinnerware. Some older 
items may not have been 
totally heat resistant, but 
most of the new ones are 
clearly labelled "dishwasher 
safe." 


Here is a tip for loading 


lightweight s m a l l plastic 
items such as a measuring 
cup ... 
place item in upper 


rack secured between other 
items so it will not be 
dislodged by the spray arm 
water action. 


Miss Meighan explained 


that the wide choice of cycles 
and models is to meet the 
needs of the variety of women 
and to provide these cycles 
automatically. 


One final point she brought 


out was about the three major 
configurations — the under- 
counter or built-in with per- 
manent water and electrical 
connections, the top-loading 
portable and the front-loading 
portable (convertible) t h a t 
can be rolled away when not 
in use.

Miss 
Meighan 
suggested 


one dishwasher use that she 
guarantees will get the atten- 
tion of teen-agers. . . using 
the machine for a 
facial 


sauna. 


"All our young lady needs 


to do is open the door at the 
end of the cycle, let the cloud 
of steam rush up over her 
face! Then a cold splash . . . 
and a great new reverence for 
the appliances we make! 


"Need I point out the 


dishwasher's second greatest 
advantage?" she asked. "Sur- 
vey after survey shows it's 
vital because it's a place to 
hide dishes not yet washed."

Mayor George Buckley is not 


overly enthusiastic over the 
final Tarr Task Force tax 
revision proposals forged after 
months of study and released 
Friday.

No Objections 


Based on Appleton's 1968 tax 


rate, the city would have re- 
ceived additional shared funds 
amounting to $1.12 per $1,000 of 
full value. 


Buckley also said he had no 


objections to the proposed "bor- 
der commission" to handle an- 
nexation questions but he noted 
the state must already approve 
annexations.

Buckley and other mayors have 
been pressing for laws to make 
annexations by cities easier.

Johnson talked in an interview 
of her regrets, her hopes and 
happiest moments—and about 
some of her plans. 


About the White House, she 


is sorry that "I was not more 
businesslike, cool, determined 
and self-confident about trying 
to get what I thought this 
house should have. I wanted a

As for herself, she said, 


there is a sad Cinderella 
feeling, "like turning into a 
pumpkin," over the prospect 
of a sharp dropoff in her mail.

embarrassed, reply that the circumstances 
"that brought about the probable deficit 
-were unexpected, that some of the costs 
incurred and notably for relief and social 
services, soared to levels that could not 
have been forecast more than two years 
ago when the appropriations were made, 
and are assuring the people that the new 
budget will have the closest scrutiny and 
Ithat a tough program of priorities based on 
the most exigent needs will be devised for 
the new biennium. 


From where we sit, there is something 


-to be said for both partisan points of view. 
Democrats can scarcely be blamed for 
;hooting at the Knowles party in its 
^awkward present position, remembering 
that the principal campaign theme of the 


Nixon and the Cities 


President-elect Richard Nixon, appar- 


~ently reacting to concern expressed by the 
nation's mayors who belong to the Na- 
tional League of Cities, has let it be 
known through personal communication 
-with leaders of metropolitan centers that 
-he is turned on and tuned in to the coun- 
try's pressing urban problems. 


Several League officials leveled criti- 


cism at the incoming administration after 
hearing Vice-President-elect Spiro Agnew 
-deliver a speech in New Orleans which 
eppeared on the surface not to be too 
.reassuring. But Agnew told the 
miffed 


"mayors the Nixon Administration wanted 
'•their suggestions and would help cities. 


So it was encouraging recently when 


Mr. Nixon met with representatives of the 
National League of Cities in New York and 
convinced them he had a great concern 
about urban problems. 


Republicans was the claim that the state 
budget was balanced for the present period 
for the first time in many years without the 
enactment of additional taxes to provide 
new revenue. 


Yet the situation is not as critical as 


some would have us believe. Suppose that 
there is a deficit in the general fund — 
representing 
expenditure

over income — of $50,000,000 or there- 
abouts, which now seems probable. That is 
less than five per cent of the $1.1 billion 
dollar budget that was authorized for 1967- 
69. Remembering the difficulties in calcu- 
lating expenditures over a 30 month 
period, which is what is required under the 
biennial budget rule, that is a reasonably 
modest margin of error. 


Gov. Knowles now calculates that main- 


taining the present level of state services 
and commitments in aid to localities will 
require an additional quarter of a billion 
dollars, approximately, during the next two 
years. Together with the deficiency appro- 
priations that impend, the legislature will 
be obliged to find $300 millions in new 
revenues, as a probable minimum. The 
chances are that the new money require- 
ments will be higher, for there is powerful 
pressure on a dozen fronts for additional or 
new spending. Thus it is clear that we may 
look for substantial additions in our state 
tax liability for the next two years. It is also 
clear that the identity of the party in power 
would not change the outlook. In fact, and 
on the strength of their own words, 
Democrats in power would probably spend 
more and tax more. 


Mayor Carl Stokes of Cleveland, the 


first Negro elected to office in a major city 
and one of the most apprehensive over the 
attitude of the Nixon Administration, said 
after the meeting that "the president-elect 
did recognize the problems of the cities are 
going to require money and more money." 


And Mr. Nixon told Stokes and other 


members of the delegation that while he 
wanted a greater contribution 
by the 


private sector of this country, it did not 
mean cutting back in the commitment of

government to press for 


programs to help solve urban ills of central 
cities across the country. 


It is extremely important Mr. Nixon saw 


fit to immediately lessen the concern of 
those heads of government closest to the 
people, making them hcpeful that urban 
problems will be given high priority by the 
new administration.

At this point, while the discussions in 


Paris are still bogged down and there is 
even talk of the possibilities of resuming 
cur bombing raids on North Vietnam if 
things don't start moving soon, the future 
of our six major air bases in Thailand is not 
3 major concern. But when the war is over, 
it will become important. 


The,bases, Udon, Korat, Takhli, Utapao, 


Ubon and Nakhom Phanom, have been the 
takeoff points for at least 80 per cent of 
our bombing raids over North Vietnam.

But when 
a 
settlement 
comes, 
their 


position will have to be determined in 
reference to other even more controversial 
American bases in Asia, especially on 
Okinawa, Clark Base in the Philippines and 
those in Japan. 


The Thais are a sophisticated people 


who seldom become too closely aligned 
with any other nation. Never colonialized 
like most of their neighbors, they have 
managed to remain economically healthy in 
a part of the world where there is great 
poverty, independent even 
when 
they 


appear on the surface to have alignments. 
Thus, during World War II they agreed to 
declare war on the Allies to keep the 
Japanese from overrunning Thailand but 
that was about the extent of their 
cooperation. And although they have seem- 
ed to be backing the American cause in 
South Vietnam, there is no all-out accommo- 
dation. 


Until about a year ago, Thai leaders 


never made public the extent 
of the 


American presence in Thailand. The air 
bases are not near major 
population 


centers. Even when Thailand and especially 
Bangkok became a major place for rest and 
recreation leaves for American military in 


Vietnam, the Thais remained courteous but 
aloof. 


But the bases and the 
vacationing 


Americans have more recently considerably 
affected the Thai economy. The United 
States has spent about $500 million on the 
bases, including $3 million for the acquisi- 
tion of land to which it does not have legal 
title. The sudden closing of the bases, 
combined with fewer American military 
spending money in Bangkok, could be 
serious at least temporarily. 


But the Thai people in general have not 


experienced the revolutionary fervor of so 
many people from developing countries. In 
part this is due to the maintenance of 
strong traditions such as the institution of 
the monarchy despite the fact that the real 
control for years has been in the hands of 
the military. It is also due to the relative 
prosperity and favorable living conditions 
for the majority of Thais. Westerners may 
be shocked at the way the Thais live on the 
edges of the network of canals but most are 
healthy and well fed and apparently 
enthused about the way they live. The only 
sounds of dissent come only occasionally 
from the universities although 
conflicts 


between Americans and Thais have some- 
times been played up in the newspapers 
which are government controlled. 


There has been some recent evidence of 


considerable profits made by Thais both in 
the land sales, which really aren't sales at 
all, and in dealings in United States oil. But 
Thailand should be the kind of nation we 
envision for all of Asia — independent, 
determined to run its own affairs and 
economically stable. If after the war it 
drifts toward a more neutral position in 
Asia and does not act particularly grateful 
to the United States, we should not be 
affronted.

As any 
thinking citizen of Appleton, 
who has been following all of 
the bickering between City 
Hall and the school board no 
doubt realizes by this time, 
this is a conflict between 
Mayor B u c k l e y , Superin- 
tendent Spears, and Mr. Bu- 
chanan, Pr e s i dent of the 
Board. I am sure that most 
people are aware of the fact 
that the Mayor has tried to 
tell the school board where to 
make cuts in the school budg- 
et. State law says that the city 
allocates the taxes for school 
purposes but the city cannot 
tell the school system where to 
make 
budget cuts. Mayor 


Buckley knows this and since 
he can't tell the school board 
in his capacity as Mayor what 
to cut, he thinks by getting on 
the school board he will ac- 
complish this. I also feel it is 
not right to have teachers or 
former teachers on the board 
as naturally their thinking will 
be toward benefits for teach- 
ers. What the Appleton Public 
Schools needs is a school 
board made up of business 
executives. Their thinking will

I am 
sure that there are a lot of 
men in Appleton today raising 
families, paying on homes, 
etc. who do not earn this or 
much more for a full year's 
work. It is also these people 
\vhose taxes are paying teach- 
er salaries. Secondly, I have 
never balked before at paying 
school taxes because I have 
always felt, and still do, that 
the only answer to our nation's 
problems as well as world 
problems is education. How- 
ever, what greatly disturbs me 
is that even though we are 
paying teachers to educate our 
children, the end product is 
not what it should be. I have, 
from talking to various par- 
ents in Appleton, ascertained 
that they very upset because 
they do not feel that their 
children are learning the es- 
sentials needed to make them 
either a productive member of 
society upon graduation or 
qualified to go on to college. I 
know that there are many 
capable and dedicated teach- 
ers in the Appleton Public 
School System and the above 
is not directed at them. I also 
know that there are many 
teachers in the system that 
are either not qualified to be 
good teachers or are not doing 
the job they should be doing if 
they are qualified. 


I have worked with high 


school graduates who are not 
capable of doing a satisfactory 
job because they can't spell, 
read, etc. I have talked with 
people in industry who have 
come up against the same 
problem. I know that many 
are again hiring the older 
women for this reason. I do 
realize teaching today ib not 
as simple as it was years ago 
and also that there is so much 
more our children must learn 
than when I went to school. 
However, it seems to me that 
the basic? are still important 
and I wonder why the children 
are not learning these. 


Finally. I am wondering why 


only the teachers and students 
needs are being considered by 
one and all. A school system, 
even though not profit making 
like industry, is big business 
and I would like very much to 
know why the following phase 
of the school system is prac- 
tically being disregarded by 
everyone. T h e upkeep of 
school buildings by custodians 
and the maintenance of school 
buildings by mainentance per- 
sonnel is essential. Also all of 
the clerical and secretarial 
work involved is essential. 
Even though our system has 
grown considerably in the past 
ten years, there has been very 
little concern shown for em- 
ployes in these capacities.

CAN'T VISIT EASILY 


Suppose he has business 


with the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment, his state senator, 
the Department of Taxation, 
the Investmant Board, the 
Department of Vocational Ed- 
ucation, and one or two other 
agencies. 


To his discomfiture he will 


soon discover that he will be 
unable to make his visits con- 
veniently on foot and that 
finding parking space will be 
time-consuming and frustrat- 
ing. Thus he will be obliged to 
hire cabs even as he would in 
metropolitan Washington or 
New York. 


Some elements of the tra- 


vesty of state government 
housing of recent years cannot 
be undone.

kinds, and many others — 
could more plausibly be hous- 
ed on the outskirts of the 
community, p e r h a ps with 
more economical operation as 
one of the benefits. 


Meanwhile the location in 


the central city of traffic-

s t at e services, 


aside from the convenience to 
the paying public which ought 
to be a prime consideration, 
will also be a welcome eco- 
nomic boost for the commum- 
tj. The inner city of Madison, 
as in so many other Wisconsin 
communities, needs such a 
transfusion that more tran- 
sients would provide.

The highway had become a 
ribbon of ice that was deadly 
deceiving in places that look- 
ed bare. 


The accidents were rear- 


end collisions — carbon copies 
of so many other accidents 
county police have dealt with 
since the first storm hit in 
m i d -D ecember. Only the 
names and license numbers 
differed. 


Traffic moves slower and 


snow banks are soft, so storm- 
time accidents seldom result 
in serious injuries, Keating 
explained.

is even more dramatic in 
Appleton.

104, 
38 more than for the 


same period a year ago. 


Other than being unable to 


catch up on accident investi- 
gations, the too-few policemen 
Wednesday encountered 
few 


of Ui« major problems that 
plagued them during past 
blizzards. 


There were no calls for 


plows and policemen to aid 
snowbound mothers ready to 
give childbirth. Keating re- 
called two last year. 


During the last storm, a 


county p o I i c e m a n had to 
transport a snowbound child 
who swallowed perfume and 
needed immediate hospital at- 
tention. 


No squad cars went off the 


road or were involved in 
accidents. During the last 
storm, a patrolman called for 
a wrecker twice within an 
hour to pull his squad c?r 
from the ditch. Appleton po- 
lice have been plagued with a 
string of squad car accidents 
since the first storm. 


At times during the peak 


of this winter's storms, even 
policemen were ordered off 
the road. They parked their 
squad cars at service stations 
and restaurants in strategic 
locations around the county. 
And they waited. 


There was not the hectic 


untangling of a five-car pileup 
of the previous storm. 


And there were no family 


fights at snowbound 
homes. 


Nor were there any serious 
crimes. 


But there were problems. 


It was a problem just keeping 
the squad car on what was 
left of a highway while "rush- 
ing" from Shiocton to Elm 
Tree Bakery near Appleton 
after the radio operator warn- 
ed of a possible burglary in 
progress. It was a 
false 


alarm. 


There were stalled, aban- 


doned, and stuck cars along 
the snow-choked highways and 
back roads. And that was a 
problem — a big; problem. 
The cars not only hinder 
plowing operations, Keating 
explained, but they also ac- 
count for a big share of the 
county's storm-time accidents. 


There w e r e semi-trailer 


units jackknifed across major 
highways. Nothing can snarl 
'traffic better or longer than a 
jackknifed semi. 


During the previous storm, 


firemen and county police had 
to stand by most of the night 
after a tanker loaded with 
propane gas tipped onto its 
side in a ditch near Dale. 


There were many routine 


problems Wednesday — the 
kind of problems that make 
the job of a policeman on 
storm duty a thankless one. 


But, the biggest problem, 


Keating explained, is people. 
"Look at him." He pointed to 
a motorist trying to free his 
hopelessly mired car. He 
pointed to a carload of young 
people doing nothing more 
than "joyriding" near Black 
Creek. 


Policemen, their patience 


frayed with the routine prob- 
lems of storm duty, have no 
pity for most motorists in- 
volved in accidents or stuck in 
snowbanks. 


"We call the radio stations 


and have them issue traveler 
warnings. We advise people 
it's not safe to be on the 
road," Keating said. 


"Why

Mrs. Schmidt has been in the 


post for less than a year. She 
was appointed by the council 
following the resignation of the 
previous director, who criticized 
the secretary of the organiza- 
tion as he left. 


Mrs. Schmidt, an attorney by 


training, also singled out John 
R. Devitt, of Milwaukee, for 
special criticism in analyzing 
the workings of the council. 


Devitt, said Mrs. Schmidt,

work"—unlike many other coun- 
cil members—but tries to run the 
council as a one-man show. 


Following preparation of the 


report, the council tried to bring 
up the firing as an unannounced 
item on the agenda of a regular 
meeting.

The council is a legislative 


agency directed to study the 
field of family life and domestic 
relations and to make recom- 
mendations based on those stud- 
ies.
